TOKYO, Jan 19 Establishment 
of an international military tri­ 
bunal to try major w ar criminals 
of the Far Fast was ordered today 
by Gen. Douglas MacArthur.

INFECTION of the budder or 
cystitis, ms it is miso cmlled, is rn 
frequent disorder, especially in 
women. In the budder, the kidney 
excretions collect before they mre 
emptied from the body. It is 
thought that, in many instances, 
the infection may get into the 
bladder from outside the body. It 
sometimes develops following vari­ 
ous operations. 
Exposure to cold, over-fatigue 
or the use of highly seasoned 
foods or beverages may help to 
bring on the infection. Many cates 
follow a cold or -ore throat. Some­ 
times, the disorder comes on after 
a p»r«on has been forced to remain 
in bed for a period of days due to 
some illness. In many instaneea 
the infection is pictured by the 
colon bacillus which is normally 
f<»u d in the bo'' el. 
Hov.ever, both streptococci and 
staphylococci are often respon­ 
sible. 
The symptoms of cystitis are 
such that the condition usually can 
be quickly recognised when they 
are present. The disorder begins 
with frequent empt>ing of the 
bladder and pain when tha blad­ 
der is emptied. Often, blood is 
found in the urine. This usually 
follows a few hours after the on­ 
set of the other symptoms. There 
may be some dull pain in the back. 
There is slight f< ver, up to IOO de­ 
grees, and there may be a dull 
headache and a slight feeling of 
sickness. On examination the urine 
la found to contain Urge numbers 
of white blood cells and, often, red 
bloodweed.

In treating cystitis it is often 
desirable that the patient remain 
in bed, depending on how severe 
the infection is. The patient should 
take at least about two quarts of 
liquids daily. Stimulating bever­ 
ages, such as tea, coffee, and alco­ 
hol, and irritating foods, such aa 
highly seasoned foods, should be 
avoided. Some mild, pain-relieving 
drug may be employed by the doc­ 
tor to relieve the discomfort 
Heat Application 
Heat appl ed to the lower part 
of the abdomen with an electric 
pad or hot water bottle is helpful 
in relieving the symptoms. Sitting 
in a tub of hot water for from 16 
to 20 minuter, several time* a day, 
also is of value. The sulfonamide 
drugs have been found effective in 
treating most of these bladder In­ 
fections. In addition, baking soda 
or some similar substance ii given 
three times a day, to keep the urine 
alkaline. Penicillin as yet has not 
been found effective according to 
available records. Of course, all 
this treatment should be carried 
out under the directions of a phy­ 
sician. 
Cystitis usually lasts for from 
four to ten days and then with 
proper treatment clears up. If it 
does not, certain complications 
may have developed which will 
require correction.
